ANEQ: Make the pay rich

L'Association nationale des 
étudiants du Québec (ANEQ) 
has called for the restructuring 
of fiscal policies In order to 
finance tuition-free higher edu- 
cation. The suggestion was 
made during a meeting be- 
tween ANEQ and le Ministère 
de l'éducation (MEQ) officials 
last week. 

Quebec's Minister of Educa- 
tion. Jacaues-Yvan Morin, told 
the student leaders that, the 
present economic conjecture 
did not allow for the expen- 
ditures required to fund free

post-secondary education. 
However, Morin added "he did 
not "dismiss the possibility" of 
abolishing tuition fees "before 
the end of his present mandate'.' 

ANEQ leaders told MEQ 
officials they understood state 
funds were not inexhaustable 
but they felt a special tax could 
be levied on private enterprise 
to finance free post-secondary 
education. Morin replied this 
was a prerogative of the finance 
ministry. 

Morin added he was "favour- 
able" to the concept of free, 
education and he would defend 
the idea at future cabinet 



Voice demands

Representatives from about 
twenty women's groups and 
over 100 individuals met in 
Montreal this weekend to dis- 
cuss the growing numbers of 
Quebec women who have Ille- 
gal abortions. 

The two-dày conference was 
called by the "Comité de Lutte 
pour l'Avortement et la Con- 
traception Libre et Gratuite". 
The Comité estimates, that 10 to 
25,000 Quebec women undergo 
illegal, unsafe abortions each 
year. The groups joined toge- 
ther to "denounce the hypocri- 
sy of governments which prefer 
to tolerate an illegal situation 
rather than recognize it." The 
groups further support the right 
of women to manage their own 
bodies and to choose mother- 
hood, and will continue to 
oppose a society which forces 
women to be mothers and 
housewives in order to main- 
tain that society. 

The role of therapeutic abor- 
tion committees, which deter- 



mine a woman's eligibility tor 
abortion, came under close 
scrutiny. According to spokes- 
person, Anne Brown, the con- 
ference felt that these com- 
mittees are male-dominated, 
and that they employ stringent 
criteria for abortion, especially 
In terms of determining psy- 
chological and physical danger 
to the prospective mother. 

Many participants at the con- 
ference felt that the Parti 
Québécois has been slow to 
live up to its campaign pro- 
mises concerning abortion and 
women's rights. Also dis- 
cussed was the phenomenon in 
Quebec of anglophone hospi- 
tals performing virtually all 
abortions In Montreal while the 
francophone ones do few. 

No formal positions arose 
from the conference, which 
was the "first ^general call to 
different women's' groups and 
individuals to discuss action on 
abortion," said Brown. 
■' "Basically, this conference is 
for getting acquainted. Ex- 
change of ideas is facilitated ■ 



meetings. According to PQ 
education policy, articulated 
before their electoral victory, 
free tuition at all levels as well 
as a coherent loans and bur- 
saries programme, leading to a 
salary for all students, will be 
implemented by a PQ govern- 
ment. 

A corollary to free tuition is 
the Service Civique period. 
According to PQ policy, gra- 
duates in the health field would 
be obliged to practice in under- 
staffed areas or with CSLC s for 
one year/ Other recipients of 
university degrees would also, 
as one student said, "serve the 
people," according to their 
individual capacities. 

MEQ secretary Pierre Roy 
confirmed Morin's promise of 
financial aid to ANEQ at the 
meeting. Roy commented that 
although the subsidy will not 
be the full $35,000 requested by 
ANEQ this July, a "sizable 
amount" will be granted. 

ANEQ also discussed other 
demands with Jacques Girard, 
Deputy-minister to post-secon- 
dary education. They include 
the abolition of debts incurred 
while seeking a degree, in- 
dependent status for all stu- 
dents in the loans and bur- 
saries programme and more 
adequate financial aid. 

Included in these demands is 
the. request for an allowance 
covering all expenditures in- 
curred while studying — rent, 
food, books and supplies. MEQ 
tablulated the cost of all these 
requests at $100 million. Morin, 
stating the figure, added that 
the MEQ had no intention of 
following up these demands 
within the near future. 

Neither ANEQ nor the minis- 
try discussed the forthcoming 
White Paper on CEGEPs, to be 
released later on this year. 



Daily Managing Editor Jenni- 
fer Robinson, however, strong- 
ly criticized Wiener's sugges- 
tion of setting up the board 
under a by-law. "If the Stu- 
dents' Society is really interes- 
ted in finding a solution to 
Daily-Council problems, then it 
should suggest constitutional 
changes, not just By-Laws". 
By-laws can be amended or 
repealed by à two-thirds ma- 
jority vote of Council, while 
constitutional changes require 
ratification by a student refer- 
endum. 

Robinson feels that the 
existing structure Is at the root 
of Daily-Council conflicts, and 
that the solution is to make the 
Daily completely autonomous 
from Council, and responsible 
to students, not the Council. 
She stressed that the Daily 
must be responsible to stu- 
dents and have a degree of 
accountability to an impartial 
body, such as a publications 
board. According to Robinson, 
"Council is not in a position to 
ensure that the Daily is respon- 
sible to students because of 
their vested interests as stu- 
dent politicians. 

Robinson suggested the 
board could act as a grievance 
committee and administer 
Daily's finances, as well as 
possibly have jurisdiction over 
other publications such as 
yearbook and the student hand- 
book, "because student politi- 
cians have shown themselves 
lacking in competence in such 
affairs." 

Robinson pinpointed the cur- 
rent Dally financial situation as 



the type of problem that the 
existence of a publications 
board would avoid. Projections 
show the Daily will run over 
budget by several thousand 
dollars this year. 

Last summer, the Dally sub- 
mitted a budget to the Joint 
Management Committee (JMC) 
which was cut by ten thousand 
dollars. "Our original budget 
was right on target. If the Daily 
had a set amount instead of 
having to negotiate with the 
JMC, our financial difficulties 
could have been avoided. By 
the time our budget was finally 
passed, our publishing sche- 
dule had been set. Hopefully 
such a board will also alleviate 
much of the senseless bicker- 
ing between the Daily and the 
Students' Society". 

A member of Canadian Uni- 
versity Press will represent the 
commercial press on the com- 
mittee. Doug Ward, CUP Bu- 
reau Chief in the Quebec re- 
gion, said that relations be- 
tween newspapers and student

Since the November 15 elec- 
tion, the American public has 
taken a sudden interest on 
what's going on north of the 
border. Some Quebecers of 
various professional and ethnic 
backgrounds have written in 
American newspapers and ma- 
gazines highly personal visions 
of Quebec's people, politics 
and future. These articles have 
2 been Intensely criticized here in 
% Québec because they are per- 
3-sonat opinions aimed at a 
I readership not being able to 
Sgrasp their context. 
° The articles in question are, 
by order of appearance: 
Qloomy French-Canadian view 
on Québec, by Robert Guy 
Scully, published In the Wa- 
shington Post and reprinted In 
thé Montreal Star around 
March; Québec' s Jews: caught 
In the middle, by Ruth Wisse 
and Irwin Coder In September's 
Issue of Commentary and Ohl 
Canada! Lament for a divided 
country by Mordecai Richler In 
December's Atlantic Monthly. 
Scully: a storm 
Almost a year ago, a jour- 
nalist on leave from Le Devoir 
wrote a feature In the Wash- 
ington Post on a Montreal 
East-End neighbourhood where 
he grew up. This literary article 
Is harsh in nature: Scully 
describes how poverty brings 
insecurity, fear of everything 
and finally isolation in the 
same neighbourhood where

people lived all their lives, and 
their children will probably 
continue the same bleak exis- 
tence. But the controversy 
starts when this particular view 
of a specific category of the 
population Is taken as a symbol 
of Québec: an insecure people, 
afraid of external influences 
and wanting to continue its 
isolation and narrow life. 

The Montreal Star, which 
subscribes to the Washington 
Post's news service, published 
the article for its Montreal 
readers. Some Québécois were 
very upset by the article, 
writing to both newspapers that 
they were not like that. They 
said that the article is mis- 
leading the American public 
and giving them negative per- 
ceptions of the political reality 
in Québec. 

A specific topic 

In the September issue of 
Commentary, a Jewish-Ameri- 
can intellectual magazine, two 
McGIII professors, Ruth Wlsse 
and Irwin Cotler, addressed 
themselves on a specific topic: 
Québec's Jews: caught In the 
middle. The article describes 
the Jewish community's opin- 
ion on political events after 
November 15 and their rela- 
tionships with the franco- 
phones and non-Jewish anglo- 
phones before. and since the 
election. 

Since the arrival of the Léves- 
que government, the Jewish 
community, and mostly its 
organizations, are In "perpetual 
caucus". Firstly, the two au- 
thors take a favourable view on 
Québec's aspirations but they 
denounce the supposedly coer- ' 
clve way the government plans 
to achieve the franclzation of 
Québec, the socialist overtones 
of some legislation and most of 
all. the exclusive character 
of the Parti Québécois where 
minorities are welcome as 
individuals but not as collec- 
tivities. 

Although Wlsse and Cotler 
don't see any antl-semitic 
overtones in the government's 
policies or statemerfts, some 
consequences in the society 
worry them like the PQ's victory 
song Demain nous appartient, 
called "the French version of 
the Nazi party song from. 
Cabaret" and the increasingly" 
"introverted and narcissistic" 
Québécois nationalism. 

Although the article was 
published in September, it was 
noticed only recently when the 
January issue of Commentary 
published the readers' letters 
and the reply by the two 
authors. Stéphane Venne, au- 
thor of the song Demain nous 
appartient, Is denying formally 
that the song is a French 
version or a take-off of Tomor- 
row belongs to me. Wisse and 
Cotler dismiss the two franco- 
phone writers, besides Venne, 
saying their letters can only 
intensify the anxieties of Mon- 
treal's Jews because they con- 
tain stereotypes like "Jews 



learned French to make money 
on French Canadiens". 

Even Premier Lévesque, in 
his recent visit to McGIII, got 
carried away and denounced 
the article and the reply as 
slanderous, which some mem- 
bers of the audience Interpreted 
as antl-semitic or as a criticism 
of McGill because the article 
was the work of two of Its 
professors. 

Oh! Mordecai I 

Mordecai Richler, the 
famous author of The Appren- 
ticeship of Duddy Kravltz and 
Salnt-Urbaln's Horseman, 
wrote in December's issue of 
Atlantic Monthly an article 
called Ohl Canada! Lament for 
a divided country. Because of 
his popularity as an author and 
a reprint from Atlantic Monthly 
in the Gazette, Rlchler's article 
was more discussed in news- 
papers than the one by Wlsse 
and Cotler. 

The article Is a satirical 
account of our "national para- 
noia": Québec blaming its 
problems on anglophones, 
Canada on Americans, the In- 
dians and the Inult on all of 
them. Richler sympathizes with 
the Québécois' efforts In favour 
of franclzation but he finds the 
government too crusading, 
comparing Laurin to the Great 
Inquisitor. Canadians blame 
the Americans for their cultural 
and economic dependence and 
even if there was no truth In 
this accusation, Canadian na- 
tionalists would want to ban 
anything foreign. Both move- 
ments justify themselves by 
calling their opponents fédé- 
ralistes vendus or traitors In the 
pay of the CIA. . 

Angry letters by anglophones 
were published In the Gazette 
because Richler said that the 
WASP establishment discrimi- 
nated both against French 
Canadians and Jews In their 
institutions and social gather- 
ings. The francophone writers 
didn't like Rlchler's comment 
on the song Demain nous 
appartient, repeating Wlsse 
and Cotter's confusion, and 
Rlchler's attitude that the 
government may be an eventual 
threat to individual liberties. 
Evelyn Dumas, editor-ln-chlef 
of the again-defunct Le Jour 
wrote in her Gazette column 
that she likes Richler as a 
novelist but gives him an F as a 
political commentator. 

An uninformed audience? 

People criticized the articles, 
saying that the authors pre- 
sented their views to an audi- 
ence unable to grasp the situ- 
ation In Québec. None of the 
four contributors is a political 
analyst, they presented their 
personal account of the situ- 
ation. Scully in a literary way, 
Richler by using satire, and 
Wisse and Cotler by a rapid 
pulse of the Jewish commun- 
ity. None of the articles pre- 
tended to make a political and 
factual analysis of the situation 
in Québec. 
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Drapist delusions 

As part of his pre-election strategy, Mayor Drapeau will 
resurrect Montreal's city planning department by dividing housing 
and planning into separate areas each with a director. Drapeau 
claims the move Is intended to prevent uncontrolled demolition 
and allow the city to acquire, renovate and administer abandoned 
residential buildings — powers which the city was given in 
Quebec last November during the parliamentary commission 
studying amendments to the City Charter. 

Though Drapeau has tried In past weeks to convince 
Montrealers that he deplores the fact that the physical 
deterioration of Montreal has coincided with his tenure, his move 
is first and foremost a good bit of electoral strategy. Drapeau is 
well aware that his critics will center on his poor record in city 
planning and housing during the prelude to the upcoming 
municipal elections. The Mayor will be able to point to his 
re-establishment of the planning department as a gesture of 
paternal concern and as a genuine attempt to rebuild the city. 

The housing department will be headed by Guy Legault, who has 
been chief planner and housing director since 1972 when the two 
departments merged. Aime Desautels, MUC planning chief, will 
be the new city planning director. 

Unlike most large urban centres In North America, Montreal has 
to comprehensive development plan. Desautels, who has built up 
i respectable reputation as MUC planning chief since 1972, is 
expected to be an important contributor to the composition of 
Montreal's first master development plan which is currently in the 
embryonic stage. Desautels' image will also bolster Drapeau's 
chances of re-election. ' • 

Critics of the Mayor are quick to condemn his move as a 
thinly-veiled campaign promise doomed to unfulfillment since his 
admlnistrat|on<has been devoted to the devastation of Montreal 
through the construction of towering office complexes and 
luxurious hotels over the ruins of demolished dwellings. The 
status quo Is not likely to change; a city as in debt ' as Montreal 
is needs revenue and hotels and office complexes attract more tax 
and tourist money than do modest residential buildings. 
' Soon, Drapeau's opponents will be echoing his campaign 
promises with his record and with the imperatives of urban 
economy to which he has succumbed. But as he has in the past, 
the Mayor will have a trump card to flash. 

A survey recently undertaken by the city demonstrates that 
there is ample empty land In the downtown area to accommodate all 
forseeable development in Montreal for the next half century, 
without the need for further demolition. Parking lots and rail yards 
make up about 20% of the area. 

Drapeau will also be able to confront his opponents with the fact 
that both the federal and provincial governments are finally willing 
to subsidize housing construction In Montreal. His opponents are 
no doubt hoping that there will be enough trump cards left over for 
them.

Reformist limits 

Representing Quebec students on a provincial level is ANEQ's 
claim to fame and one cannot deny that since the resurgence of a 
Quebec student association, the government has had a thorn in its 
side. 

Last week, ANEQ met with Education Minister Jacques Yvan 
Morin to demand . free "education, something that Quebec 
politicians have promised for years. While no one can question 
the free tuition, ho one, including ANEQ, has questioned 
accessibility to higher education any further than demanding the 
abolition of tuition fees. 

If accessibility to higher education were dependent on the. cost 
of tuition, we would say "Hurrah". However, there are many 
factors involved in 'who goes to university' which ANEQ has 
chosen to ignore: living expenses while in university and how well 
the loans and bursary program accommodates those expenses; 
secondary schools and whether students are encouraged to go on 
to university — for instance at Westmount High, students are 
given more encouragement to continue their studies than at 
St-Henri High; academic barriers to higher education and the 
quality of education at secondary and .collegiate levels; and 
recent government action taken to restrict foreign student 
admission and activities In Quebec and the possible negative 
Implications of national as opposed to international Institutions. 

Free tuition is a step toward wider accessibility to higher 
education, however until other barriers are considered, the only 
benifit to free tuition is making it easier for people who can 
already afford it.

—that your secondhand smoke 
is more harmful to those 
around you than what you 
inhale is to you. 
—that it is your smoke, not 
you, that we dislike. 

I do not question your right 
to smoke. If you wish to do so, 
smokel Smokel Smoke five, 
even ten cartons a day If you so 
desire, smoke a dozen cigaret- 
tes at the same time, smoke 
through your ears If that's what 
turns you on... it won't make 
me happy If I care about you, 
but it's really none of my 
business. It's your choice. 

However, my health Is my 
business, and If your smoke 
affects me adversely, you have 
no right to impose it on me. I 
have made a choice to 'be a 
nonsmoker, I enjoy being a 
nonsmoker, I need air to 
breathe and I resent having 
other people's destructive 
habits forced on me. 

Your self-imposed addiction 
is your problem. Why should I 
have to deal with it? What 
justification is there for making 
me suffer the consequences of 
your unnecessary actions? 
(You may "need" to smoke 
now, but you didn't need to 
startl). The only solution Is that 
you either smoke only in private 
or among yourselves (in closed- 
off areas) or accept the conse- 
quences of being a temporarily 
deprived addict. Remember, it 
was your choice! But you

certainly do not have the right 
to force your habit on others 
any more than a murderer has 
the right to kill innocent 
victims. 

When nonsmokers' rights 
become law, it will not mean 
the end of all smoking, just 
public smoking. The sacrifices 
you will make will be minor and 
the benefits innumerable. You 
may have to close your door at 
the office, or go to special 
(closed off) smoking sections 
in restaurants, public transpor- 
tation and many other such 
places where it would be 
practical. Or you may be 
required to live without your 
crutch for a short while in 
banks, supermarkets or such 
places. It won't kill you and it 
will enable smoke-sensitive in- 
dividuals (there are more of us 
than you think, especially if 
you include those suffering 
from respiratory, cardiac and/or 
circulatory diseases!) to go 
about their normal business 
without suffering III effects 
from your smoke. Meanwhile, I 
urge all enlightened individuals 
(smokers as well as non- 
smokers) to give Michael Fain- 
stat's proposed "no-public- 
smoking" legislation their full 
support, be it in the form of 
letter-writing, demonstrations, 
special nonsmoking events, 
insisting on respecting non- 
smokers' rights or In any other 
manner you can think of.

The 500 or so noisy basket- 
ball fans who filled Currie Gym 
were' treated to a classic, with 
the Bishop's Gaiters pulling out 
a last second nailblter over 
McGIII 77-76. 

, A critical call 

The Gaiters, who were miss- 
ing star forward Trevor Bennett, 
out with a serious leg injury, 
"trailed by one with only 12 
seconds remaining. A crucial 
Jump ball was called between 
McGill's rookie Bill Saban and 
the Gaiters' Steve Mullie. No 
one could cleanly win the jump 
and suddenly the ball was 
spinning around the halfcourt 
line. McGill's Jeff Sahimerdan 
was literally run over In Mack 
Truck fashion by Dave Thornhill 
of Bishop's. Surpise, no foul 
called. 

Thornhill gained possession 
and subsequently was fouled 
by an overzealous Gordle Bra- 
bant who attempted to pry the 
ball loose* from the Bishop's 
player. With seven seconds 
remaining, Thornhill was sent 
to the line for a critical one and 
one foul situation. McGIII call- 
ed timeout to let Thornhill think 
about matters. 

Thornhill clutch 

When time was in, Thornhill 
coolly walked to the line and hit 
both ends of the bonus, putting 



Bish up by one. 

Still with seven seconds left, 
the Redmen attempted to fast 
break rather than use their 
remaining timeout to set a play 
up. The ball wound up In the 
hands of Dave Drazin, who was 
some 25 feet from the McGIII 
basket with four ticks left on 
the clock. A desperation turn- 
around |ump shot by Drazin 
trickled harmlessly off the rim 
as the buzzer sounded. 

McGIII held on to a slim three 
point half time advantage on the 
clutch perimeter shooting of 
their team leader Gordle Bra- 
bant. 

Throughout the game, 
neither club could ever build up 
a substantial lead and the lead 
seemed to change hands with 
every bucket. 

Staples cool 

McGIII coach Butch Staples, 
although disappointed about 
his club's loss, was not alto- 
gether unhappy about the 
whole proceeding.

While Gaiterettes meet 
Martlets 9 stiff challenge

"The kids feel It. We're going 
to beat them," said McGIII 
women's basketball coach 
Steve Forman following Friday 
night's 59-54 Bishop's victory 
over the Martlets. Forman's 
optimism was justified by the 
fact that his team had come 
within five points of upsetting 
one of the top-ranked women's 
teams in Canada, Wayne Hus- 
sey's Gaiterettes. 

Montreal basketball fans will 
remember Hussey as an all-star 
guard on Doug Daigneault's 
Loyola College QUAA cham- 
pionship teams of the early 
seventies. Currently the coach 
of the Gaiterettes and a steady- 
ing Influence on the Bishop's 
men's team, Hussey has as- 
sembled a team which Includes 
four members of the Quebec 
provincial team: Debbie Hu- 
band, Diane Murphy, Helen 
McAuley and Linda MacPher- 
son. These four combined for 40 
of the Gaiterettes' 59 points on 
Friday night. 

Forman forecasts 

Before the game, Forman 



had enthusiastically predicted 
that "If we (the Martlets) don't 
get blown out in the first five 
minutes, we'll win." 

The coach's forecast looked 
good in the early going, as 
Bishop's was unable to cope 
with the Martlets' aggressive 
1-2-2 zone defence. The score 
was tied (at 19) as late as 15 
minutes into the first half, at 
which point the Gaiterettes 
pulled their act together some- 
what and assumed a 30-27 
halftime lead. 

Lorie Sprague led a balanced 
McGIII attack with seven first 
half points. Substitutes Linda 
DiMichele and Heather Lord 
contributed six points apiece to 
the Martlet cause. 

For Bishop's, three players 
carried the load: MacPherson 
with eleven, center Cathy Mc- 
Gurk with nine, and Huband 
with eight. MacPherson's three 
point play In the waning 
moments of the first half gave 
the Gaiterettes their small 
edge. 

Hussey adapts 

The outcome of the second 



half of play was largely deter- 
mined by two adjustments 
made by Bish coach Hussey. 
The first of these, to overload 
one corner of the Martlets' zone 
defence, resulted In six quick 
points in the opening minutes 
of the deciding period. Mac- 
Pherson, McAuley and Huband 
all hit wide open shots before 
Forman was able to utilize a 
timeout with 18:09 to play. 

Hussey's second move, hav- 
ing MacPherson overplay Mc- 
Gill's Sprague In order to deny 
her the ball, worked equally 
well. Sprague was shut out in 
the second half, when the 
Martlets needed her most, and 
therein was the story of the 
ballgame. 

Nonetheless, the Martlets 
made the game Interesting, 
closing an eleven point Bish 
advantage to a mere three 
points, 53-50 with three 
minutes to play. At that point, 
however, McAuley, McGurk 
and Murphy, hitting In succes- 
sion, put the game away. Two
